group of people who were sick 
and tired of virgins being the

Sidney Pimpledown, t h e 


president of VADL, told me 
the response to the organiza- 
tion has been heartwarming. 
New chapters are springing 
up all over the country. 


Pimpledown said, "We esti- 


mate that there are approxi- 
mately 1,980,543 virgins in the 
United 'States at the present, 
including at least 1,200 wo- 
men. These people have been 
led to believe that there is 
some sort of shame attached 
to being a virgin. We want 
virtuous people to be proud of 
their heritage. We point out 


that some of our greatest 
writers, poets and artists have 
been virgins. Even today, in 
some primitive cultures, there 
is a premium placed on 
virtue." 
, "Then one of your goals," I 
said, "is to bring virginity out 
in the open and get people to 
accept it for what it is?" 


"That's correct. Until re- 


cently it was a dark secret 
one kept to himself. The 
majority of virgins refused to 
talk about it even to each 
other. But now, thanks to 
VADL, virgins know they are 
not alone, that there are 
almost 2 million people in the 
same boat with them They 
are good people Priests, col- 
lege students, university pro- 
fessors, naval officers and 
even Avon ladies. 


"Our job," Pimpledown con- 


tinued, "is to convince them

Do you realize a virtuous 
secretary makes 20 per cent 
less salary than any other 
kind of secretary' Virgins are 
discriminated against in bars, 
at parties and even drive-in 
theaters. 


"We also," continued Pim- 


pledown, "are demanding the 
employment of more virgins 
on television commercials. In 
the past, cast directors for TV 
commercials refused to hire 
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virgins as they were afraid 
the local 'IV stations would 
object, but when we proved to 
them that virgins were as 
good at performing on TV as 
anybody else, they changed 
their policy. It took time, but

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Plane Hijacking Becomes Intolerable 


The hijacking of four jet planes and a 


fifth attempt is not at all the same 
problem as the sporadic hijacking of 
planes to Cuba. The latter always have 
involved only a handful of people acting 
as individuals. The latest incident was a 
coordinated attempt to introduce a new 
form of terrorism into the Middle 
Eastern conflict. It can be likened to the 
rash of kidnappings in some Latin 
American countries — only it risks the 
lives of not just a few but hundreds of 
innocent people. 


The Popular Front for the Liberation 


of Palestine has claimed responsibility 
for all five incidents. It is demanding the 
release of four Arab guerrillas arrested- 
more than a year ago for an attack in 
Switzerland upon an Israeli airliner. 
This is extortion at its worst. In Latin 
America at least prisoners whose 
release had been demanded were 
generally political prisoners. The 
guerrillas in Switzerland were convicted 
of a crime also a serious threat to the. 
lives of bystanders. 


So far no sound way has been worked 


out to foil hijackers. Electronic devices 
and suspicions of officials have not been 
completely successful. Requirements of 
searching every passenger for weapons 
is distasteful and probably impossible if 
the current amount of air traffic con- 
tinues.

The Family of Laws 


State Rep. Johnson of Milwaukee has 


made a public complaint that the state 
department of administration has signed 
a nine year lease for additional space in 
a Madison hotel to provide working 
quarters for the steadily swelling 
number of state government civil ser- 
vants in Madison.

Mr. Johnson has 
served the people of his district as a 
member of the assembly for several 
terms. We observe, parenthetically, that 
he is one of the more diligent of the 
members of that house and that he has 
made some useful contributions to its 
deliberations. He is a Democrat. Given 
his choice of partisan affiliation, we are 
somewhat surprised that he takes such a 
conservative view of the phenomenon of 
steady, 
uninterrupted, 
evidently 


inevitable enlargement of the scope and 
variety of public services. 


We hope that as a budding and 


promising politician Mr. Johnson has 


curtailed is through the complete 
cooperation of every country involved. 
Cuba has so cooperated, at least to the 
extent of sending hijacked planes and 
passengers on to their destinations as 
soon as possible and probably has not 
welcomed the hijackers as much as it- 
did in the early days. 


But in the Middle East the problem is 


increased by the inability or at least the 
failure of the legitimate Arab govern- 
ments to control the guerrillas. The 
latter have more support in some areas 
than do the elected or traditional rulers.. 
King Hussein of Jordan and even 
President Nasser of the United Arab 
Republic could be deposed and they 
know it. But they could de more to 
condemn this type of warfare. 


Hijackings are extremely dangerous 


and some day it is likely that there will 
be a massive tragedy. In the aborted 
effort last weekend, a woman guerrilla 
did manage to pull the pin from one of 
the grenades she carried but the 
mechanism didn't work. 


It is a highly responsible business and 


if the Arab governments want to be 
accepted in the civilized world com- 
munity, they should make every effort to 
curtail such incidents. But given their 
record in the past it is not likely that they 
will have much success. Perhaps the 
Soviet Union could exert a more suc- 
cessful type of pressure. 


become acquainted with the works of the 
scholarly and brilliantly satirical 
Englishman, C. Northcote Parkinson, 
known around the world in academic 
circles as the author of what has become 
popularly known as "Parkinson's Law."

and order."

It is for orderly 
change within the system. 
Change with order, and order 
with change. 


Liberals don't favor crime 


or mugging or riots in the 
ghetto or on the campus.

involved. Liberals must stop 
using the words "well- 
meaning" about those who see 
violence and law-breaking as 
the way to influence public 
policy.

Liberals in the past have
